Had Severe Convulsions 


“After a series of increasingly 
severe convulsions. Dr. Soblen 
died at 10:40 a.m.," Barnes said. 


“Mrs. Soble was at his bedside. 


"His death was not due to 
drugs. It was due to exhaustion 
following convulsions which were 
due to brain damage." 


Barnes had told newsmen Mon­ 
day that Soblen probably had suf­ 
fered the brain damage because 
of a lack of oxygen shortly after 
he took the overdose of sedatives. 
The damage to the brain, Barnes 
said, was caused by hemorrhages. 


“Just before IO o'clock this 
morning, Dr. Soblen took a severe 
turn for the worse and his wife 
was asked to be kept in the room 
with him as far as possible." 


The Ealing district coroner or­ 
dered a post-mortem examination 
and said an inquest would be 
held later this week, probably on 
Thursday.
